CREWKERNE monthly Farmers' Market have 
launched new improved jute shopping bags just as 
Somerset Waste Partnership (SWP) announce their 
Green Routine. 

The market was ahead of the race to be greener 
when they first brought out their re-useable jute 
bags four years ago, which were sold out in two 
years. 

With more discussions about a possible tax on plas¬ 
tic bags and improvements in design and costing, 
the new improved bags will be available at the mar¬ 
ket information desk every month. 

The new Green Routine initiative by SWP reveals 
simple steps to stop waste which could save families 
hundreds of pounds and cut county-wide costs by 
millions. 

Running across four themed weeks of smarter 
shopping, saving food, clutter busting and better re¬ 
cycling with ideas, inspiration and advice, Green 
Routine has been dubbed a "flexible, fun and free" 
way for families and individuals to find what works 
best as they try to cut back on waste. 

Green Routine comes with a free action pack that 
includes a week-by-week guide, checklists and chal¬ 
lenges, plus colourful waste-beating stickers. There 
are weekly email updates of tips and hints, as well as 
online downloads of useful tools, from food diaries 
to shopping reminders. 

With the landfill bill for Somerset standing at £8 
million a year and average families with children 
wasting as much as £600 a year in uneaten food, 
SWP says there is plenty at stake in this effort to go 
beyond recycling to minimise the tonnage of waste 
each household creates. 

Scores of people have already signed up for Green 
Routine through the SWP website, highlighting their 
best suggestions, from composting to reusing con¬ 
tainers, and priority issues, from plastic packaging to 
getting children involved. 

To help find their best solutions, Somerset resi¬ 
dents who sign up for Green Routine will be sent a 
free action pack plus useful information and 
advice that they can put into effect during 
October and beyond. A great project for the 
whole family to start over half term.

HOUSING support officer Glynn Lewis, 
a well- known face to many in the Crewk- 
eme, Chard and llminster area has retired 
aged 60, after 32 years in social housing. 

As he left the neighbourhood team at 
Yarlington Housing Group, Mr Lewis 
said: “I never expected to stay for so long.

He said: “I will be looking for a new 
challenge but I will take with me the 
memory of friendship and fellowship 
from my work, and the wonderful support 
that I have had from colleagues.”

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Core strategy plan will 
take at little longer 


SOUTH Somerset District Council has 
agreed to allow more time to de¬ 
velop a plan that will shape the dis¬ 
trict up until 2028. The council has 
been working on a set of draft poli¬ 
cies that cover everything from how 
much housing and employment 
space is built and where, to what 
schools, roads, shops, parks and 
other services are needed in support. 

Around a thousand people made 
formal comments on the draft plan 
during a six-week public consultation 
with over 20 local events, held last 
year. Since then, the district council 
has been considering the responses 
and updated research to refine the 
proposals within the draft plan, 
known as the Core Strategy. 

The council is now aiming to fi¬ 
nalise its report containing updated 
proposals for Area Committee con¬ 
sideration in the new year, instead of 
November or December 2011. 

One of the key reasons that the 
longer timetable has been agreed is 
to allow the council to thoroughly re¬ 
view, analyse and familiarise itself 
with two significant supporting doc¬ 
uments; the Infrastructure Develop¬ 
ment Plan and the Community 
Infrastructure Levy report. These 
have been received later than sched¬ 
uled from consultants. 

The council has been informing all 
contributors of progress to date and 
will be confirming estimated 
timescales when the documents 


have been reviewed. Councillor Ric 
Pallister, Leader of SSDC explained: 
"These two documents are impor¬ 
tant as they inform the council of the 
infrastructure required to support 
development proposals and how it 
might be funded. The consultants 
have provided their comments on 
this major body of work and we now 
have to reflect on what they are say¬ 
ing. It would be impractical and in¬ 
deed foolish to rush the checking 
and analysis of them into two weeks 
to meet our original timescale, which 
we set ourselves as a guideline rather 
than a deadline. 

"It is important that all of our re¬ 
search and proposals match up and 
that we get this right, so we will take 
a little extra time to make sure we 
have gone through these two docu¬ 
ments thoroughly and that we are 
100 per cent ready when we present 
updated proposals to councillors and 
to the public for their comment. 

"By taking longer, the council is al¬ 
lowing itself to see the full picture on 
development proposals and their im¬ 
plications, to make sure we are pro¬ 
posing growth in the right places.The 
most important thing is to get it right 
and if that means taking a bit longer, 
so be it."

The traditional contest, originated by the Lyle family 
who owned Barrington Court, was revived last year after 
dying out in 1988, The National Trust took over the prop¬ 
erty in 1991. This year they gave away pumpkin seeds 
and recipe ideas to encourage more gardeners to take up 
the challenge and hope the word will spread to other local 
villages and towns as the competition is open to all.

The walk will start at 11.30am on 
Saturday, October 29th, and will 
only take 30 minutes or so, the way 
is through a field so please go suit¬ 
ably booted if the weather requires, 
and be among the first people to fol¬ 
low them. 


Council digs in for another snowy winter 


BRACING for another cold winter, Somer¬ 
set County Council has 2,000 tonnes more 
salt than was in stock this time last year. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Cabinet Mem¬ 
ber responsible for Highways, said: "There 
is a myth that the public should not clear 
snow from outside their property, and 
Somerset County Council is producing a 
fact sheet explaining the situation.There is 
no law stopping people doing this and if an 


accident did happen, it's highly unlikely 
you would be sued as long as you are care¬ 
ful and you don't make the pavement or 
pathway more dangerous than before." 

Parish, town councils and the public are 
asked to help clear local paths and roads. 
Grit bins will be filled before winter and as 
last year the council is offering 20kg bags 
to parish councils to encourage self-help.

Councillor Patrick 
Palmer SSDC’s Area 
North chairman said: “We 
were extremely pleased to 
be able to support this 
project. One of the main 
things we hear from keen 
groups who want to im¬ 
prove their communities is 
that they think there is no 
funding available.

SELF taught chef Linda Vijeh is a woman of many talents and currently works as 
a freelance customer service consultant whilst teaching English to the Portuguese 
workers at Oscar Mayer in Chard and another factory in Bristol. 

Increasingly in demand as a public speaker, she became the first female mem¬ 
ber of llminster Rotary Club and organised a 24-hour carol service in the Market 
Square. 

This year Linda is expanding to a camp out and is inviting everyone to sleep 
with her for Shelter. Now on her third term as the district councillor of Neroche 
ward, she is also on llminster Town Council and holds governorship positions at 
Neroche Primary School in Broadway and Fiveways special school in Yeovil, as 
well as the Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital and sits on the Somerset Schools 
Forum. 

A breast cancer survivor, she takes a very positive outlook on life, helping others 
when she can, volunteering as a Samaritan and speaking up for the underdog. 


• HOW did you first become a chef? 

I started at the British Embassy in Dublin 
in the mid 1980s and had no qualifica¬ 
tions, then I got head hunted and moved 
to the States where I became chef to the 
British Ambassador to the UN, where I 
heavily promoted British food. I took the 
kitchen from ranking bottom to the top in 
a year. 

• WHAT is the most unusual thing you 
have cooked? 

I took a walking tour of Central Park and 
the forager there taught me all about eat¬ 
ing from the land. We were entertaining 
the French Ambassador that night, so I de¬ 
cided to make the dinner entirely of for¬ 
aged food from the park. 

• DO You have any hobbies? 

I am a very busy person and don't own a 
TV, I get fed up of the licence people try¬ 
ing to prosecute me. I love wine and run a 
wine club from home. I am actually the 
only officially accredited wine school in 
Somerset but companies won't pay to 
have their staff trained anymore now so 
it's really more of a hobby. Three years ago 
I was one of only three UK finalists for the 
Champagne Ambassador Award, that's 
when the champagne industry in France 
selects someone from each country to 
represent their export. I am also addicted 
to Scrabble. 

• HOW did you come to live in Combe 
St Nicholas? 

I am originally from London but when I 
was in New York, I came back to visit 
friends in Crewkerne and bought a house 
the next day, I moved there in 1995. Then 
I went to Cornwall for a while and came to 
Combe four and a half years ago which is 
actually the longest I have lived anywhere. 
I love this area, it's easy to get to anywhere 
from here and driving 1,000 miles a week 
in the early morning, I enjoy the spectac¬ 
ular landscape. 

• WHAT would your luxuries be on a 
desert island? 

Champagne, I love my champagne. Radio 
Four if that was possible, and a feather pil¬ 
low and proper blankets, I hate duvets. 

• DO you have any unfulfilled ambi¬ 
tions? 

I'd like to do more travelling, I have been 
around the world twice but top of my list 
would be Cambodia and Tibet, the non - 
western countries. I'd like to walk the Isle 
of Wight coastal path, I hate exercise but 
don't' mind it when there is a purpose. 

• IF you could meet anyone, who 
would you choose? 

I have always fancied a fling with Jack 
Nicholson, he looks like he would give a 
girl a good time but I have heard he may 
be into drugs and I am very anti-drugs. 


• HOW did you become a Samaritan? 

It was by chance really, the local director 
came to Rotary and I sat next to her and 
got talking. Before I knew it I had signed 
up. It might sound strange but it's one of 
the most enjoyable things I do. My 
mother and brother both committed sui¬ 
cide and if I can get on the phone and get 
someone through the day then that's a 
good thing. There is a lot of depression at 
the moment and the biggest thing that 
destroys people is not being able to let go 
of the past. 

• How did you deal with your cancer? 

It was pretty life changing but not neces¬ 
sarily in the way you may think. I was 
about to move in with a chap in Cornwall, 
we had just bought a flat together and he 
ran off with my chemo nurse. 

I had a terrible time with the NHS who 
wanted to give me little bits of surgery at 
a time and drag it out, I spoke to an Indian 
doctor and found out his best friend was 
about to do surgery on his mother. I asked 
if he would operate on me too. I had re¬ 
moval and reconstruction done all in one 
go, three surgeons and 21 hours and I 
nearly died but I have the best scars 
known to man. When I came home, I was 
fighting to get the cancer drug Herceptin 
and was so impressed with Exeter hospital 
I became a governor there. 

• WHAT is the biggest thing that has 
happened to you? 

My most life changing experience came 
three and a half years ago when I became 
a Christian. I had hit a bad time and was 
living on ten pounds a week but positive 
things started happening out of the blue. 
The more I gave out, the more I got back 
and I thought if someone was trying to 
talk to me, perhaps it was time to start lis¬ 
tening. I go to church but whenever and 
wherever I fancy. I like the freedom of 
choice. 

• HOW do you do so many things? 

I don't have any children which frees me 
up in some ways. I am 57 now and I think 
attitude is everything, if you have a good 
attitude and positive mind you can do 
anything. We should never stop learning 
and I challenge myself to learn a new skill 
every year. My target this year is learning 
to swim. Next year I want to take my HGV. 

• WHAT is your philosophy? 

I like finding magic moments for every¬ 
body whose lives I touch, so that's how 
they will remember me. It doesn't have to 
be big things, I will stop strangers on the 
street and tell them they look nice. A smile 
doesn't cost you anything does it?

THE debate taking place in 
recent weeks had been 
around not would the 
Monetary Policy Commit¬ 
tee raise or reduce interest 
rates this month, but 
whether they would vote 
to re-introduce their pro¬ 
gramme of monetary stim¬ 
ulus known as 
Quantitative Easing (QE) 

The Bank base rate has 
remained unchanged but 
the decision has been 
made that a further £75bn 
of new money will be in¬ 
jected into the economy 
through the purchase of 
assets including govern¬ 
ment bonds. 

With the UK's under¬ 


whelming second quarter 
gross domestic product 
figures actually being re¬ 
vised downwards to only 
0.1% from a previously re¬ 
ported 0.2% it would ap¬ 
pear that the MPC has 
recognised that the econ¬ 
omy is in need of further 
medicine to attempt to 
keep us from falling back 
into recession. 

This combined with the 
continuing crisis in the Eu¬ 
rozone is having a further 
negative effect on already 
weak consumer confi¬ 
dence. Activity in the 
mortgage arena has been 
fairly steady throughout 
the summer period and we 


have witnessed a small up¬ 
ward bounce in activity 
during September, which 
from a seasonal historic 
perspective is fairly nor¬ 
mal, albeit at lower overall 
volume levels than in the 
boom years. 

In spite of the turmoil in 
world stock markets and 
the Eurozone debt crisis, 
the UK mortgage market 
has continued to be rea¬ 
sonably robust. Mortgage 
product pricing remains at 
low levels with Moneyfacts 
reporting that borrowers 
requiring 90% LTV, tradi¬ 
tionally first time buyers 
and those movers with low 
levels of equity, can now 


access 2 year fixed rates at 
an average of 5.39%. 

The average 2 year fixed 
rate is now 4.22%, margin¬ 
ally up on September, but 
5 year fixed rates have 
fallen further and the aver¬ 
age is now 4.73%. These 
rates have stimulated in¬ 
creased activity amongst 
purchase and remortgage 
borrowers during Septem¬ 
ber as people capitalise on 
these unprecedented 
rates. Overall mortgage 
product numbers declined 
a little in September but 
have rebounded in the first 
week of October, returning 
to levels similar to August. 
Intermediaries currently 


have access to around 
7,300 deals, almost 50% 
more than the same pe¬ 
riod last year.

AMARANTHOS 

REVIEW by Anthony Pither 
llminster Arts Centre on Friday 14 October 

ALL great concerts have their own atmosphere - this 
one no less. Some programmes make demands on an 
audience, but this was sheer pleasure in a totally relaxed 
setting.The five players certainly engaged both among 
themselves and with the audience. Portuguese Marta 
Gonsalves on Baroque flute was the epitome of seren¬ 
ity and grace, subtly expressive with an impeccable, un¬ 
forced tone. Elektra Miliadou from Thessaloniki, more 
dramatic on Baroque cello, was one of three bass in¬ 
struments. 

These were the only two original players of Amaran- 
thos, set up four years ago. Amazingly, the Ensemble 
had found replacements for three of its number, un¬ 
available because of a broken collar bone, one recently 
gave birth and another unsuccessful in applying for a 
visa. Yet the Ensemble was able to retain its original pro¬ 
gramme. Jadran Duncomb, winner in the string class on 
guitar in the 2008 BBC Young Musician of the Year, was 
replacing the keyboard continuo on the theorbo - and 
emanating his joy at playing in every bar. Additionally, 
there was Ibi Aziz on viola da gamba, an experienced 
player and teacher in the UK and worldwide, as well as 
the Baroque violinist Ben Norris, from Perth, who is also 
a member of a number of Baroque ensembles in this 
country. Like the rest of the Ensemble, he was alive to all 
the niceties of balance and projection and was particu¬ 
larly delightful in duet with Marta's flute. 

While Telemann won the day with his emotional B 
minor Paris Quartet - with hints of Bach's popular B 
minor suite. The opening dance suite by Rebel de¬ 
lighted the audience with its ever-changing metre and 
pace - 14 brief movements in just over ten minutes! 
Sonatas by Geminiani and Leclair, and a lightweight 
concerto by Handel completed the first half. A mes¬ 
meric Sonnerie by the virtuoso gamba player Marin 
Marais (famously depicted by Gerard Depardieu in the 
film Tous les matins du monde) completed the evening. 

A truly joyous end to a wonderful series.

AS well as affecting the structural integrity of a 
building, untreated damp problems have the poten¬ 
tial to cause serious health issues to home occu¬ 
piers. 

Damp problems are usually associated with mois¬ 
ture penetrating interior and exterior walls and even 
floors. Evidence of damp problems can present in 
the form of mould, peeling wallpaper, crumbling 
plaster and rotting wood. Damp problems are de¬ 
tectable in the form of musty smells and potent 
odours. 

One of the primary causes is due to lack of home 
maintenance.

Big support for RAC's Future Car Challenge 



THERE are now more than 60 entries for 
the Royal Automobile Club's RAC Future 
Car Challenge from Brighton to London 
on Saturday, November 5th. 

Recent additions include two Peugeot 
3008 HYbrid4 diesel development cars 
entered via Robert Bosch GB and What 
Car? magazine, respectively. 

Peugeot UK has also entered a Peugeot 
508 e-HDi (one of the lowest C02 emis¬ 
sions upper-medium sized cars) and a 
Peugeot iOn - which was recently a win¬ 
ner at the Next Green Car Awards 2011. 

Proton is sending three development 


cars direct from Malaysia - an Exora REEV, 
a Saga EV and a Persona Elegance REEV 
which are all 2012 models. 

Another rare vehicle on the entry list is 
a BMW ActiveE, entered by BMW UK, an 
all electric powered version of the BMW 
1-series coupe. 

Other major motor manufacturers who 
have entered models not yet in produc¬ 
tion include Vauxhall Motors with three 
Amperas, Chevrolet's Volt and, from Toy¬ 
ota, a Prius PHEV, an Auris Hybrid and a 
Highlander FCHV (Hydrogen). 

Renault UK has entered two EV Kan- 


goos and a third electric vehicle yet to be 
revealed. Volkswagen Group UK's three- 
car entries are a low emission Passat 
BlueMotion - a model that holds a Guin¬ 
ness World Record for the longest dis¬ 
tance travelled by a standard production 
passenger car on a single tank of fuel - 
and two 2013 model year Golf Blue-e- 
motion EVs, the winning car of last year's 
inaugural Future Car Challenge. 

Many smaller manufacturers, academic 
institutions, privately owned firms and 
individuals have enthusiastically sup¬ 
ported the RAC Future Car Challenge. 

There are entries from Gordon Murray 
Design, Zytek Automotive, Imperial Col¬ 
lege London, Eindhoven University of 
Technology, EEMS Accelerate and Win- 
dreich of Germany. 

Led by energy and climate change con¬ 
sultants AEA, the EEMS Accelerate pro¬ 
gramme is a consortium of specialist UK 
manufacturers brought together to de¬ 
sign, develop, demonstrate and realize 
the potential of electric high perform¬ 
ance cars. 

These include the Delta E-4 Coupe with 
a potential range of up to 200 miles, 
Ecotricity's Nemesis which has a top 
speed of 170mph and the stunning 
Lightning GT sportscar with a quick 


charge potential often minutes. 

The EEMS Accelerate vehicles are also 
currently on the road throughout the UK, 
undertaking 12 months of "real-life" road 
tests as part of the Technology Strategy 
Board's £25m Ultra Low Carbon Vehicle 
Demonstrator programme. 

Well-known motor sport personalities 
or celebrities will drive many of the en¬ 
tries. 

Former FI designer, Gordon Murray, 
will drive one of his Gordon Murray De¬ 
sign cars while TV presenter and maga¬ 
zine columnist, Quentin Willson, is taking 
part in a Fiat 500 entered by Goodyear. 

The British Gas entered Nissan Leaf EV 
will have Smooth Radio's Mark Goodier at 


the wheel and Radio 2 presenter, Sally 
Boazman (aka Sally Traffic), will present 
the'People's Choice Award'. 

Meanwhile, Grand Designs TV pro¬ 
gramme presenter, Kevin McCloud, will 
drive a Delta E-4 Coupe, one of the car¬ 
bon fibre bodied electric four-seaters 
built by Silverstone-based Delta Motor- 
sport. 

McLoud says:"The RAC Future Car Chal¬ 
lenge is all about showing what a more 
energy-efficient, cleaner and healthier 
motoring future could look like and I'm 
very excited to be able to take part in an 
event that demonstrates how environ¬ 
mentally friendly cars can be sleek and 
sexy as well as whole-grain organic."

Volvo on top in the battle 
to reduce C0 2 emissions 


VOLVO tops the tables among European carmakers 
when it comes to reducing carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions. 

This is shown in the sixth annual analysis con¬ 
ducted by T&E, the European Federation for Trans¬ 
port and Environment. 

"We are delighted and very proud of this result. We 
are following our ambitious plan which puts the 
spotlight on cutting carbon dioxide emissions,"says 
Stefan Jacoby, President and CEO of Volvo Car Cor¬ 
poration. 

Europe's eight largest carmakers cut their C02 
emissions by an average of two to six percent in 
2010. 

Volvo Car Corporation is the exception that stands 
out, with a C02 reduction of no less than nine per¬ 
cent. T 

his is the result of a concerted environmental focus 
under the'DRIVe towards zero' banner. 

Sales of fuel-efficient diesel engines from the 
DRIVe range have been highly successful and is one 
of the explanations behind the major reduction in 
carbon dioxide emissions. 

Examples of popular models are the V50 DRIVe 
with emissions of 99 g/km and the V70 DRIVe with 
119 g/km. Volvo Car Corporation's C02 strategy also 
includes electrified cars with varying degrees of hy¬ 
bridisation, even more efficient diesel and petrol en¬ 
gines, and alternative fuels.The aim is to come down 
to an average of 95 grams of carbon dioxide per kilo¬ 
metre across our total car sales in 2020. 


"In theory that is entirely feasible, but a lot de¬ 
pends on developments in legislation, incentives, 
energy availability and of course customer demand. 

"In addition, the EU intends to introduce a new 
method for calculating carbon dioxide, and this too 
will impact our plan," says Peter Mertens, Senior Vice 
President Research and Development at Volvo Car 
Corporation. 

The analysis by the European Federation forTrans- 
portand Environment shows how well European car 
manufacturers have succeeded in cutting C02 emis¬ 
sions and fuel consumption in new cars. 

All told, carbon dioxide emissions from new cars 
sold in the EU dropped by 3.7 percent in 2010, and 
today the average figure for new cars sold in Europe 
is 140 grams per kilometre.

Revised MoT to land motorists with big repair bills 


A RADICAL shake-up of 
the MoT test will leave 
motorists liable for as¬ 
tronomical bills to repair 
electronic stability con¬ 
trol (ESC) systems from 
next year. 

The new EU rules, 
which appear to have 
slipped under the radar 
of even major motoring 
bodies such as the RAC 
and the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders, will also see 
equipment like electric 
seat adjustment motors 
and factory-fitted tyre 
pressure monitoring 
systems (TPMS) added 
to the Department for 
Transport's road worthi¬ 
ness test. 

ESC will become 
mandatory on new cars 
from November 1st 
2012. But the new MoT 


rules, which make it 
compulsory for these 
systems to be in work¬ 
ing order, won't just 
apply to new vehicles or 
systems that came as 
standard, they will apply 
to any vehicle that has 
them fitted. 

Motoring magazine 
Auto Express contacted 
more than 20 main¬ 
stream car manufactur¬ 
ers in the UK to find out 
how much ESC could 
cost to repair. 

The system is so com¬ 
plicated that many firms 
simply couldn't give 
them an answer. From 
those that did, it 
emerged that the repair 
bill could top £2,000! 

While repairing an 
electric seat adjustment 
motor can cost upwards 
of £1,500. And replacing 


a TPMS system can set 
you back almost £500. 

Motoring groups have 
expressed concern that 
the new rules apply ret¬ 
rospectively, rather than 
to cars registered from 
January 1st 2012 when 
the changes kick in. 

AA president Edmund 
King said: "We think it's 
right that the MoT test 
keeps up with technol¬ 
ogy - that's a move in 
the right direction. 

"But if you look at 
technology legislation, 
you are normally given a 
date from which it ap¬ 
plies. 

"Some people will be 
caught out unfairly be¬ 
cause they were early 
adopters. A degree of 
flexibility with older ve¬ 
hicles would have been 
good." 


Auto Express News and 
Features Editor Julie Sin¬ 
clair said:"lt's about time 
the MoT got tougher. 
But repair costs for these 
important safety fea¬ 
tures need to come 
down or we'll end up 
with a nation divided by 
those motorists than 
can afford to be safe on 
the road, and those that 
can't."

• Tyre pressure 
monitoring system 
Will the price of the 
MoT test go up? 

Not immediately. A De¬ 
partment for Transport 
spokeswoman said: 
"There are no plans to 
increase the MoT fee 
next year." 

However, the MoT 
Trade Forum has said 
that the changes will in¬ 
crease the time it takes 
to conduct a test by 
around five minutes. 
Chairman Jim Punter, 


told Auto Express: "The 
MoT test trade will be 
pushing for either the 
time to be reduced or 
the fee to be increased." 
Am I more likely to 
fail the MoT test? 

Yes, according to Punter. 
"I think it will lead to 
more failures. We'll now 
be testing for the condi¬ 


tion of the electrical 
wiring and the condi¬ 
tion of the battery -1 be¬ 
lieve that will lead to 
more failures." 

Will it affect prices 
for used cars with ESC? 
Possibly. Valuation firm 
Cap says the jury's still 
out. 

But editor Mark Bul- 


mer, said: "That will de¬ 
pend on whether peo¬ 
ple's desire for the safety 
benefits outweighs the 
potential extra costs. 

"If I was looking at two 
six year old cars, one 
with ESC and one with¬ 
out, I wouldn't want to 
take the risk of a £2,000 
bill on a £4,000 car."

Another dismal display doesn't help Skivo 


A FRUSTRATED section of the Yeovil support¬ 
ers took their wrath out on referee Carl Berry 
following the 3-0 drubbing by Carlisle United 
at Huish Park last Saturday, but they really 
need to look no further than their manager. 

True, Mr Berry dismissed Flavien Belson on 
his debut for a tackle in first-half added time; 
his second yellow card following a zealous 
fourth minute tackle, but it was probably a fair 
decision having warned the Frenchman a cou¬ 
ple of times beforehand to calm down. 

In fact the referee confirmed after the match 
that he had booked Belson the second time 
for "persistent infringement". 

A man short, it was always going to be an 
uphill battle from then on, and consequently 
they paid for it. 

Yes unfortunately the referee became incon¬ 
sistent as the game wore on, and one incident 
where the ball clearly came off a Carlisle de¬ 
fender before going for a corner, given as a 
goal kick by the assistant who had the best 
view in the house, upset both the crowd and 


the Yeovil players. 

However it was unfair to blame the referee 
for Yeovil's problems. The referee was not re¬ 
sponsible for Nathan Jones'terrible blunder 
when he completely missed timed his at¬ 
tempt to head the ball clear. This allowed 
Jean-Paul McGovern the freedom of Huish, to 
stride forward and lob new keeper Marek 
Stech, who must have been wondering what 
he had let himself in for on his debut. 

In fact Stech, on a month's loan to cover for 
Yeovil's current on-loan keeper Jed Steer who 
had to return to parent club Norwich City for 
treatment to a knee injury, was one of the suc¬ 
cesses in another below par performance. 

The Czech under 21 international produced 
three top drawer saves in the first half and an¬ 
other two after the break as Carlisle romped 
to an easy victory. 

The Glovers two loanee strikers, Gavin 
Massey from Watford and ON Johnson from 
Norwich City both had excellent first-half 
chances to have scored, but both having used 


their speed to set up the opportunity failed to 
beat keeper Adam Collin in one-on-one situ¬ 
ations. 

It is true that manager Terry Skiverton has 
been hit by a number of injuries that has dec¬ 
imated his squad, and it looks like Paul Hunt¬ 
ingdon's broken finger which saw him miss 
this game, will keep him out for three to four 
weeks. 

However it is Skiverton's style of play I have 
the biggest problem with. Yeovil are by no 
way the biggest team in the league, and in¬ 
deed it was unusual to find that, apart from 
their goalkeeper Collin and central defender 
Danny Livesey, Carlisle were overall smaller in 
stature than the Glovers. 

However it did not stop the ball being 
launched up field and in the air every time 
from the back at every opportunity which was 
meat and drink for Livesey. 

They have shown in glimpses that when 
they play the ball on the ground they have the 
skills, so why not play to your strengths? 


As one fan said to me at half-time,"I wonder 
if QPR know that all Max Ehmer is doing is 
hoofing the ball upfield whilst he's out on 
loan?" 

Jones' booking for a cynical foul on Saturday 
means that he will be suspended for Satur¬ 
day's game. 

Let's hope Skivo gives Curtis Haynes-Brown 
the opportunity to show us the undoubted 
ability he has when being named man-of-the- 
match on his debut against Sheffield United. 
♦ LAST week I wrote that the Yeovil team that 
played at Wembley in the 2007 League One 
play-off final under Russell Slade was essentially 
the side Gary Johnson had left behind. 

Glovers fan Martin has corrected me. He said: 
'This is not true. Of the side that played at Wem¬ 
bley, only Lindegaard, Guyett, Jones and Davies 
were Johnson signings, whilst Skiverton was a 
fifth unused substitute. So 11 out of the 16 play¬ 
ers were signed after Johnson left.'
